With Decree of Federal Supreme 
Court—Dissolution Made Less Dif- 
ficult Because Companies Retained 
Identity—Many Officials Will Be 
Obliged to Remove From New York 


New York, Dec. 1.—The career of 
the “Oil Trust” has officially come to 
an end. The Standard Oil company 
of New Jersey, some time called the 
father of trusts and perhaps the most 
celebrated corporation in the world, 
will no longer control the affairs, as 
the holding company, of more than 
thirty corporations in various branch- 
es of the oil business. 

Beginning today these subsidiaries 


| Which, under the decree of the United 


States supreme court, must conduct 


| {independently the various enterprises, 


will assume entire management of 


, their own affairs. 


The oil trust theoretically passed 
when 
the books containing the records of 
stockholders were 
closed for distribution of the stock of 
the subsidiaries, but during the inter- 
vening period of readjustment it was 
necessary to preserve the old form to 
a large extent. Now the work of dis- 
integration has been completed. 

The task of effecting dissolution 
was made less 
that the subsidiary companies never 
had lost their identity. They have re- 
tained their separate officers and 
boards of directors, and to a large ex- 
tent have conducted their own affairs 
from their home offices, 
state they were. 

These companies, however, have 
had representation at 26 Broadway, 
the home of the New Jersey corpora- 
tion, which exercised general direc- 
It is this 
connection which will be severed and 
henceforth the affairs of each com- 
pany will be conducted in its home 
state. 

The Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey will continue to exist, as it 
owns several large plants. To each 
stockholder will be forwarded today 
his proportionate share of stock in 
each of the subsidiaries, so that in 


place of one issue of stock he will | 


have more than thirty.

Washington, Dec. 1.—The United 
States has formally offered to China 
the services of 2500 American troops, 
now stationed in the Philippines, to 
aid in keeping open the railway from

DECLINE OF THE TURKEY. 

It is not always easy for the Con- 
sumer to Thanksgiving 
spirit, when he has just paid dow), 
his hard earned cash for Turkey bird 
at the rate of 35 cents per pound. It 
hardly seems fair that many work- 
in gmen have to devote nearly half a 
week's pay to providing what is only 
the back bone of a Thanksgiving day 
square meal. 

And yet uothing quite takes its 
;place for this holiday. The golden 
brown and plump rotundity of this 
magnificent fowl, as it lies upon the 
platter, is peculiarly symbolic of the 
abundant fruitions of the harvest sea- 
son, and the material blessings of our 
lives. 

The wide sweep of the pest called 
‘“black head” has reduced the number 
of turkeys in many sections from 75 
to 90 per cent. And yet those whc 
have studied carefully the constitu- 
tion of this king of all game rds 
know pretty well how this and other 
troubles can be avoided. 

The turkey, merely a domesticated 
descendant of the former denizen of 
the forests, still feels in his heart 
the call of the wild. Putting him 
ingloriously in a coop and _ stuffing 
him with concentrated foods has 
about the same effect as if a live boy 
were kept in a greenhouse and fed 
on mince pie. Successful turkey 
growers give their birds a wide range, 
in woodland if possible. As the young 
birds however, are very sensitive to 
cold and wet, they are always care- 
fully rounded up in stormy weather. 

The destruction of the wild turkey. 
which once roamed the woods from 
New England to Mexico, is an example 
of the prodigal manner in which we 
have squandered our national re- 
sources. Within the memory of liy- 
ing men you could buy wild turkeyg 
for six cents apiece, and the delicacy 
of their flesh is incomparable. Loose- 
ly enforced game laws, together with 
the work of foxes, dogs and cats, have 
reduced their number to a mere rem- 
nant. But any farmer can breed wild 
turkeys in his woodlands, and if he 
keeps out the natural enemies of the 
birds, he can have a fine flock.

The old sea-fighter had been trou- 
bled with heart disease for several 
years, but the shock which caused 
the end came without warning to his 
physician or members of his house- 
hold. He was in his 67th year. 

Rear Admiral Wilde had read with 
interest recently the progress of the] 
revolution in China, he having landed |

first marines ever landed in China—) 
the Boxer uprising in 1898. } 
The then Captain Wilde headed this} 
body into Pekin, where they main-} 
tained guard over the American lega- | 
for five or six months. Wilde} 
also participated in numerous move- | 
ments of the allied forces during the: 
uprising. 

His graduation from the United 
States Navai Academy in 1564 
marked the beginning of an interest- 
ing career. Within twenty years he 
had risen to the rank of commander, | 
and in 1865 was on the flagship Sus- 
quehanna, when she went to Havana 
for the Confederate ram, Stonewall 
Jackson. Wilde commanded the 
Dolphin on her cruise around the 
world, which was finished in 1885, 
and which was the first time a steel 
vessel of the United States navy had 
circumnavigated the globe. | 

As secretary of the lighthouse 
four years until called into active ser- 
vice again by the exigencies of the 
Spanish war, Wilde introduced gas | 
buoys on the Great Lakes; established | 
an electric light vessel on the danger- ' 
cus Diamond Shoal, off Cape Hatter- 
and introduced the installation 
and operation of telephones connect- 
ing light vessels with the shore. 

After commanding the ram Katah- 
din, in operations in Cuban waters for 
six months in the spring and summer 
of 1898, Wilde was ordered to assume 
command of the Boston, and it was in| 
this capacity that he landed ma- 
rines in China. Subsequently, he cap- 
tured and occupied the city of Iloilo, 
and captured the city of Vigan, rescu- 
ing 160 Spanish officers and _ their 
families in the latter place, for which 
he received the thanks of the Spanish 
government. 

Rear Adiniral Wilde was 
successively at the Portsmouth, 
H., Boston and League Island navy 
yards, until 1904, when he received 
his promotion as rear admiral and be- 
came commandant of the navy yard 
at Boston. He held this office from 
May 1, 1904, until Feb. 20, 1905, 
when he was retired. 

In 1868 he was married to Emogene 
B. Howard, who died a few months 
ago. <A brother and a sister survive 
him.

London, Dec. 7.—The whirligig of | 
time brings about its compensations, 
not to say its revenge. A few years | 
ago Prince Chun, upon 


becoming | 
regent of China during the minority 
of his son, dismissed in disgrace Yuan 


Shi Kai, by whose treachery his} 
brother, Emperor Kwang-Su, was} 


swept aside and virtually imprisoned | 
by the old empress dowager. | 

Yesterday Prince Chun was forced | 
| to abdicate and was driven into virtual | 
exile, and Yuan is supreme in China, | 
or, rather, is nominally in power. | 
| Prince Chun’s place as guardian of} 
the throne is taken jointly by Shih 
Hsu, a Manchu prince, and former } 
president of the national assembly, | 
and Hsu Shih Chang, vice president 
of the privy council. Both the new 
| guardians of the throne were formerly 
grand councillors. \ 

The administration remains for the 
present in the hands of Premier Yuan 
| Shi Kai, while the empress dowager | 
and the emperor continue to hold 
audiences and carry out ceremonial 
functions. : 

With the abdication of Chun the 
actual break-up of the Manchu dy-, 
nasty begins. Whatever the capa- 
bilities of the Chinese to self-govern- 

' ment, whether it will mean chaos or! 
| peace, the fact remains that the abdi- | 
, cation of Prince Chun marks the} 
actual. passing of the old order in 

China. 

The present movement in China is 
of long growth, though its manifesta- 
tions to the western world are of com- 

parative recent date. 

One of the “incidents” of this re- 
form movement and one which added 
impetus, had its origin in the promise 
of the old @mpress dowager, made 
just before her death in 1908, to grant 
constitutional reform. Nothing was. 

‘ done to carry out this promise until 

May § of this year, When an imperial | 
edict abolished the existing grand 
council and consented to the election 
of a constitutional cabinet. A privy | 
council was created the same day, 
and a cabinet was formed on May 9. 

Prince Ching, who was the first. 
premier, after a short time in office, 
felt himseif unable to cope with the 
revolutionary movement against Man- 
chu rule and resigned at the end of 
October. In the meantime, however, 
the revolutionists declared their in- , 
' tention of proclaiming a republic and 
planned to elect Sun Yet Sen as 
president, 

In order to prevent an extension of 
the movement the throne, on Oct. ; 
30, acceded to the repeated demand of 
the assembly for a complete constitu- ; 
tional government. Yuan Shi Kai he- 
came premier on Nov, 15 and formed 
a cabinet, which he has since found! 
difficulty in keeping together. The,

NEW POLITICAL 


PARTY NEEDED 


Pinchot Wil Undertake the 


Task of Forming One 
THINKS TIME IS NOW APE 


History, Habit and Name About All 
That Is Left of Old Parties, Ac- 
cording to Former Chief Forester— 
Names La Follette as Most Fitting 
Leader—Garfield Will Aid In Form- 
ing Proposed New Organization 


Chicago, Dec. 9.—Gifford Pin- 
chot, deposed chief forester, friend 
of former President Roosevelt and 
millionaire reformer, sounded a 
clarion call here for the organization 
of a third political party. 

Mr. Pinchot advised calling it the 
“Progressive party” and he would 
make eligible to its membership all 
Republicans, Democrats and men of 
other political faith, as well as the 
independent voter. He proposes to 
coalesce the various brands of voters 
into an organization with but one is- 
sue, “Anti-Interests,” and one slogan, 
“Down with the political power of the 
money and the trusts.” 

Mr. Pinchot also made his visit to 
Chicago notable by announcing that 
Mr. Roosevelt is absolutely out of the 
running as candidate for president in 
1912. He named Senator La Follette 
as the most fitting leader of the pro- 
posed new party and in doing 
hinted that he believed that Roosevelt 
would support La Follette. 

James R. Garfield of Ohio, secre- 
tary of the interior in the Roosevelt 
cabinet, aided Pinchot in sounding his 
call for a new party. Garfield added 
that President Taft would be beaten 
in his fight to obtain a solid delegation 
to the next national convention from 
Ohio and that his chances for renomi- 
nation were nil. 

A number of prominent Chicago 
Progressives have promised to aid 
Pinchot and Garfield in forming the 
party. 

Mr. Se, made the following 
significant statement concerning his 
idea of the need of the party: 

“What is left of the old parties in 
addition to the machinery of party or- 
ganization is mainly a history, a habit 
and a name. When or whether we 
shall have a new party with a new 
name I cannot tell, but I do know that 
a political revolution in the minds of 
the people is already an accomplished 
fact. f 

“Let nowague talk about the middle 
of the road progressives deceive you. 
People who stand in the middle of the 
road need to keep their eyes open for 
the people’s steam roller or they are 
likely to be steam rolled.”

Attention has been 
directed to the significance of ade- 
noids and enlarged tonsils, or swollen 
glands and carious teeth. 
Persistently, earnestly and 
this work has been pushed to a 
cessful experimental accomplishment, 
and as a result, we have today medical 
inspection in its various forms, not on- 
ly for the detection of contagious dis-

railroad explained as follows: 

“Our rules provide for the use of de- | 
tonators, commonly known as torpe-| 
does, as audible signals and of ‘fusees’ 
as visible signals. 

“These torpedoes are attached to 
the top of the rail on the engineer's 
side of the track by two small flex- 
fble metal straps, which are easily 
bent around the ball of the rail, as 
shown in the picture, and hold the 
torpedoes securely in place until ex- 
ploded by the first train passing over | 
this track. 


“The explosion of one torpedo is a| 


signal to stop; the explosion of two, 
mot more than 200 feet apart is a sig- 
mal to reduce speed and look out for 
a stop signal. 

“The fusees are of similar construc- 


tion to the well known Roman candle!

“A fusee must be lighted and left |

When 
burning yelow the train may proceed 
with caution when the way is seen and 
known to be clear. Standard fusees 
burn red for three minutes and yel- 
low for seven minutes and can be seen 
for quite a distance

They Have Never Yet Geen Made, 
Even In the Laboratory. 

Gne of the needs of the day is a 
perfectly spherical steel ball. and yet 
it has been made even in the 
laborstory, much less in the shop for 
commercial uses. When we consider 
the importance of bail bearings for au- 
tomobiles ma- 
chinery the imperfections in steel bulls 
must uppenl to all as of’ the greatest 
moment. Of course we muke pretty 
zood steel balls, which cou'd net have 
been manufactured a few years age. 
So far as the eye cun discern, they are 
perfectly Spherical, too, and ordinary 
ineasuring Instruments will not be able 
to detect zny difference in them, but 
nevertheless they are not perfectly 
spherical. 

A stee! ball fer automobile bearings 
must be perfect within .0001 Inch. and 
(hey are le even more perfect than 
this, but thematical perfection in 
this respect scems to be almost as il- 
squaring the circie or discoy- 
ering the perpetual motion machine. 

When the steel ball was first used In 
bearings of bicycles it was a very 
nperfect sphere. It was not callea 
upon to bezr any great load, and the 
hot great. At the 
the load on it was uot more than 200 
pounds, und zt the rate of sixty miles 
an hour the revolutions were not more 
than 720 per minute. Compare that 
With the load and velocity of the mod- 
ern bali bearings of automobiles. Pre- 
quently the lond approximates a thou- 
sand pounds and the velocity is 
Where fron: SOO to 1,200 revolutions. 
The small steel balls must take the 
ninximum loud of the car and pass it 
on to others without binding or entch- 
tug. A slight imperfection in any one 
bail would cause trouble. In fact, it 
is impossible to use balls with any ap- 
precinble variation in size from one 
another, and the more nesrly round 
they are the better the results. 

Steel bails are not only made more 
perfect in shape than ever before, but 
they ure harder and tougher. As 
there is x tendency to flake, only spe- 
cial steels can be used in their manu- 
facture, and tlrese tough, bard steels 
ure all the more difficult to work with 
to secure perfect roundness. The 
chrome steel, of which mest balls for 
bearinss are made, fs one of the most 
ditficuit of steels to cut or shape, and 
the work of handling it lias developed 
spevial tools and machines made of 
even harder muterial.

FALLS ONLY TO RISE. | 


An Experiment Which Shows a Sort of | 
Perpetual Motion Effect. 

A novel experiment in the demon- | 
Stration of perpetual motion is to be 
performed simply. <A glass beaker 
about six inches high and four inches 
in diameter is filled with water to 
the height of about four and a half 
inches, and two xnd one-half to three 
ounces of commercial aniline are add- 
ed, which will sink to the bottom of 
the vessel. | 

The temperature of the beaker and) 
ts contents is now raised to 170 or 
175 degrees Fahrenheit by means of a 
buruer, when it will be observed that 
the aniline will rise to the surface of 
the water, from which it will hang in 
a mess of curved outline. Almost im- 
mediately the suspended aniline com- 
mences to alter in shape, and grad- 
ually a large drop an inch or more in 
diameter detaches itself from the 
mass and falls through the water. 

And now, the detached drop having 
fallen to the bottom of the beaker, 
comes the surprising part of the ex- 
periment. ‘The failen drop is seen 
gradually to rise to the surface, where | 
it joins the mass from which it pre- 
viously broke away. At once another 
drop commences to form and, having 
become detached, falls and rises in the 
sume manner as the previous drop. 

So long as the temperature of the 
water is maintained at 170 degrees | 
Fahrenheit or over this procedure con.- | 
tinues indefinitely. —Spokane Spokes- 
man-Review.

Along this line the closest political 
friends of Lee said, after news of his 
statement had come from Washing- 
ton, that Roosevelt would be the!

It is known that Lee also, when he 
was investigating, took cognizance of 
the Roosevelt sentiment. 

Those who work with Lee in poli- 
ties say there is a strong sentiment 
among the farmers for Roosevelt and 
that the Republicans believe that Taft 
has done pretty well in dealing with 
international problems but that he has 
shown little discretion in dealing with 
home problems. 

Republican co-workers of Lee say 
that his statement in regard to Taft 
was made without malice and that he 
made it because he realized that con- 
ditions were such that Taft could not 


Friends of Lee were asked whether 
they did not think it was rather bad 
political policy for Lee to come out 
in the open and speak of the probable 
inability of the Republicans to carry 
Indiana. They replied that at that 
he was doing no worse than Taft had 
done in a speech at Chicago. 

When the state committee was re- 
arganized two years ago Lee was 
placed in his present position by the 
Beveridge element and naturally since 
Lee made his statement at Washing- 
ton there has been much curiosity as 
to just how Beveridge himself feels on 
the question. 

It is generally accepted that no mat- 
ter what the friends of Beveridge may 
say about his attitude toward the po- 
litical situation, all of the Beveridge 
element will be out opposing Taft, 
and this will mean a concerted action 
to send an uninstructed delegation to 
the national Republican convention, 
the hope being that the delegation 
will find the opportunity to go to 
Roosevelt when his boom is sprung in 
the convention hall. Of course the 
object of the anti-Beveridge element 
will be to get a delegation instructed 
to vote for Taft for renomination. 

At all events the statement made by 
Lee that Taft cannot carry Indiana, 
and the counter statements made by 
Harry S. B. Kealing of Indianapolis, 
that Taft would be the strong candi- 
date in Indiana, shows that ali at- 
tempts to smooth out the factional

Boston, Dee. 18.—The first rea! 
break in the Republican party of Mas- | 
sachusetts took place -in Tremont |} 
Temple when Republican progressives j 
assembled in tremendous numbers to 
hear and cheer Governor Bass of New 
Hampshire, former Congressman 
Record of New Jersey and_ Gifford 
Pinchot of Washington, Mr. Roose- 
velt’s chief forester, the man who 
“got” Blilnger and the leader of the 
La Follette boom for president. 

Mr. Pinchot named Robert M. La | 
Follette as his “leader,” and was | 
mightily cheered for so doing. Bass} 
Was more cautious. He had come 
down trom New Hampshire, he said, 
not to name candidates for the presi- 
dency, but to tell the progressives of 
Massachusetts all about the big fight 
started in 1906 by Winston Churchill, | 
and to bid them go and do likewise. 

Mr. Record confined himself to a 
declaration of the progressive creed 
and never mentioned an individual. 

Pinchot’s frankness came as a great | 
surprise to the young men of Massa- | 
chusetts who had come into the open | 
to call themselves progressives and 
to dare the wrath of Senators Lodge | 
and Crane and all they stand for in | 
politics.

Although the incident has been 
Caretully guarded, it has become 
known that at a meeting at the White 
House Ambassador Bakhmeteff ex- 
pressed both to Presid@at Taft and 
Secretary of State Knox the view by 
St. Petersburg that the language of 
the Sulzer resoiution was objection- 
able. The mecting was a long and 
earnest one. It was followed by a 
second conference between Taft and 
Knox. This in turn was followed by 
yet another one at the state depart- 
ment betweeen Knox and the Russian 
ambassador. 

News of the Russian stand! quickly 


spread through the city and created 
a decided sensation, especially at the 
Capitol. There were a number of 


hurriedly called consultations. 

Chairman Sulzer of the house com- 
mittee on foreign relations said there 
Was nothing in his resolution which 
could be construed as an insult to 
“sensitive Russia” and urged the sen- 
ate to adopt it without modification. 

The first @tir over possibile inter- 
national complications soon was fol- 
lowed by another thrill when six 
members of the cabinet were sum- 
moned to the White House for a spe- 
cial meeting. Officially it was said 
that the cabinet had been called in 
council to pass finally upcm President 
Taft's message dealing with depart- 
mental affairs. The meeting lasted 
more than three hours. 


President Taft sent for several of 


the senate leaders and placed the 
matter before them. He is said to 
have urged that the resolution of 


abrogation be modified. The presi- 
dent, itis said, has not given up hope 
that the negotiations undertaken some 
time ago with the St. Peter sburg gov- 
ernment will be successful. 

Republican leaders in the senate 
told the president that there was no 
hope of postponing action in the upped 
branch of congress. Senator Culber- 
son-of Texas, Democrat, will lead the 
effort today for the adoption of his 
resolution, which is a counterpart of 
the house document. Republican 
leaders are trying to get together on 
a substitute which they; hope will be 
accepted. 

Indications are that a resolution, 
agreed to by both houses, will be in 
the hands of President Taft not later 
than Wednesday. There is no thought 
that the president will veto the resolu- 
tion in its final form. 


Boston Jews Take Action 

Boston, Dec. 18.—More than 3000 
Jews crowded Faneuil hall last night, 
while 3000 more, unable to get in, 
waited outside, eager to add their 
voice to the unanimous vote that the 
treaty with Russia be abrogated un- 
less that country changes its attitude 
towards traveling American citizens 
of the Hebrew faith. 

The meeting was tense and earnest 
throughout. Every one of the speak- 
ers talked with a fervor that meant a 
single purpose. Bach was heard with 
an attention that meant serious 
thought and an appreciation of the 
magnitude of the question.

In 
Eyrope steamed chestuuts are 

eaten with salt or with milk. Candied 
ch istnuts are known as marron glace. 
In Italy the nuts are much esteemed as | 
a food, being popular in the form of a | 
cake called necci.

SET SPRING GUN FOR 
CHICKEN THIEVES 


One Is Killed, and Farmer Pays 
$300 For Manslaughier 


———— 

Dedham, Mass., Dee. 21.—Henry 
A Sharp of Norfolk pleaded guilty to 
the charge of manslaughter in the 
Norfolk county superior court, and 
was fined $300, which he paid: 

The charge against Sharp was the 
killing of Niccla B’Orsi, an Italian 
chicken thief, on Oct. 7, by means of 
a spring gun set in a chicken house. 

Sharp is an extensive poultry farm- 
er. For some weeks previous to the 
setting of the gun he had missed a 
large number of fowl each week. He 


suspected the Italian laborers, who | 


lived in a nearby settlement, and 
published a warning that he was go- 
ing to set a spring gun in each of his 
hen houses. The first night that the 
gun was set B’Orsi attempted to enter 
one of the houses and was shot. He 
died a few hours later at a hospital. 


Sharp tiled a plea of guilty on the | 


advice of the district attorney, who 
asked Judge Quinn to show all pos- 
sible clemency toward the defendant. 

“Iam sorry that I mast fine you at 
all,” said Quinn.

Not Spared bj bj Russians 


Appalling—Russia Gives Notice 


That It Will Take Justice Into Its 
Own Hands, Giving a Lesson to Be 
Long Remembered—National Coun- 


cil Is Dissolved 


Teheran, Dec. 26.—The national 
council, which has stood firmly for 
the retention of W. M. Shuster, the 
and for 
resistance to Russian aggression, has 
been ordered dissolved by Regent 
Nazir-el-Mulk. Troops have been 
posted ahout the parliament building 
by the war minister to prevent the 
deputies from entering. 

Russian losses are declared to have 
been very heavy in the two days and 
more of fighting, especially at Tabriz. 
The vice governor of Tabriz has tele- 
graphed that conditions there are ap- 
palling. 

“I swear before God,” he _ tele- 
graphs, “that innocent women and | 
children are being butchered in cold 
blood.” After saying that 500 Per- | 
sians have been slain there, he adds: 
“The Russians ignore our overtures 
for the cessation of hostilities.” | 

In ordering reinforcements from the H 
Caucasus to Tabriz, the director of | 
the Persian department of the Rus- 
sian foreign office declared: 

“Russia will take justice at Tabriz, 
Resht and Enzeli into her own hands | 


revolutionary dregs who are shed- 
ding Russian blood. The lesson which } 
we intend to give will long be re- 
membered.” 

The Russian permanent detachment 
outside of Tabriz, 600 strong, has oc- | 
cupied Basmendj, on the Kasgin road. | 
They have been unable to communi- 
cate with the small Russian legation 
guard Within the city. Orders have 
been given for the Russians not to 
reply to the sniping by the fidais, 
who are entrenched in the battered 
citadel. 

Conditions have become more quiet 
at Resht and Enzeli. Among the 
Persians killed at Resht has been 
Governor Zagirdle’s son, a well known 
revolutionist. 

The Russian reinforcements from 
Djulfa to Tabriz are making slow 
progress. Colonel Knigge, command- 
ing the permanent detachment, has 
telegraphed here that he can reach 
Teheran in six forced day marches. 

The cabinet yesterday afternoon 
notified W. M. Shuster, the Ameri- 
can treasurer general of Persia, ot} 
his dismissal from office. This fol- | 
lows the decision of the national 
council and the ministry to submit to 
the demands contained in the Russian 
ultimatum. The cabinet intimated to 
Shuster that they would communicate 
to him later their plans concerning 
the turning over of his accounts.

MAKING BEETS POPULAR. 


ANY families do not care for 
M beets because they are always 
served to them in the old fash- 
joned form of boiled beets dressed with 
buiter. There is no reason why they 
should not appear in a dozen different

Changes In Its Hues That Have 


COLOR A MATTER OF CLIMATE.

Some turned white, some turned black, 
some brown and some yellow, all ac- 
cording to the climate in which they 
found themselves. 

Climate influences worked directly 
and indirevtly. In the tropics the skin 
and the intestines perform work which 


in temperate zones is thrown on the | 


lungs. So when man found himself in 
cooler lands the increased activity of 
ithe lungs, together with the lessened 
light and heat, favored lightening of 
the skin. When he found himself in 
‘hotter climates the increased activity 
of the liver and the presence of great 
light favored a dark skin. 

The old theories of race are pretty 
well discarded, for men of the same 
race, under differing conditions, would 
come to be outwardly very different. 
Thus even in Africa, which everybody 
thinks of as the land of blacks, black 
is not at all the universal color. In 
the Sudan, where there are great light 
and little humidity and no shade, the 
men are very black. Elsewhere in 
Africa, where there are forest, more 
humidity and less light, though about 
equal heat, the color is brown and even 
yellow. 

As primitive man went on his wry 
over the globe he adapted himself to 
the conditions he found. Professor 


Lyde thinks that it is light and not)

heat which is injurious. 
in the tropics dangerous X-like 


which must be stopped, and they were | 


stopped by the darkening of the skin. 
Since lack of moisture also tends to 
give a tawny color, it is found that in 
rainy countries the people are fairer 
than in places where there are long 
and frequent droughts. 

The race, they. that found a home in 
moderate and damp climates turned 
whiter and whiter. It is only in such 


climates that white skins can endure, | 


and presumably, if the present white 
race was turned into a different part 
of the world for many hundreds of 
years, the whiteness of skin would 
gradually be lost. Perhaps, since the 
white man is spreading over the world 
to-day, it would be fair to say it will, 
in such cases, be lost, the whiteness 
being retained only in climates that 
have the conditions under which the 
race was first bleached. 

Intensity of light and little humidity 
| made black. Trade winds and little 
‘humidity gave the tinge of brown to 
the subtropical Mediterranean people. 
Then comes yellow, which Professor 
Lyde puts down as the result of “vast 
desiceating grass lands” in intemper- 
ate latitudes. 

The yellow man is the product of 
the grags lands, with lack of humidity 
and seasonal extremes of temperature. 
The color a man exposed to such con- 
ditions would naturally take would be 
one which conserves heat nearly as 
well as white, byt which also protects 
from light, for which combination yel- 
low was the best, or red. The nor- 


mal color of these folk of the grass! 


lands would be changed by special 
local conditions, such as the presence 
of mountains or proximity to the sea, 
The mountaineers of Asia and the 
maritime Mongolians are lighter in 
color than their brothers of the inland 
plains. 

To Professor Lyde, therefore, skin 
color is entirely a matter of climate. 
It is a well established phenomenon 
now because the different portions of 
the human race lived segregated for 
thousands of years in special areas, 
but the same forees that made men 
white and black and yellow are oper- 
ating today, slowly, but surely.

Shanghai, Dee. 30.—Immediately 
following the receipt of word from 
Nanking that he had been elected 


_president of -the republic. of China, 
Dry. Sun Yat Sen asked that the fol- 
lowing statement be transmitted to 
his triends in the United States: 

“Ll consider it my duty to accept the 
pr sidency. My policy wil be to 
secure peace and a stable government 
by the promptest methods possible. 
My single aim is to insure the peace 
and contentment of the millions of 
my fellow countrymen.” 

The news of Sun's election spread 
with great rapidity among the popu- 
lation. Crowds made their way to the 
house in the French concession in 
which he has resided since his ar- 
|rival here. When he appeared he was 
' greeted with an enthusiastic ovation. 
| The city shows evidences of great ac- 
tivity. 

It is believed that Sun Yat Sen will 
immediately demand the withdrawal 
| of the so-called émperial troops from 

their strategical positions in orce: to 
| avoid the possibility of conflict with 
‘troops of the republican government. 

As soon as this has been effected the 
| armistice now existing will be extend- 
{ed and the Manchu troops will be or- 
dered to lay down their arms or to 
enter the service of the republic.
